2 broader-“and more dignified view of his 
own position as Governor of a British Co 
lony, it is His Excellency’s duty to facili- 
“tate in every way.in his power the carrying 
out of his visitor's desigu in coming here, 
in a manner, too, consistent with his official 
position. In doing so, much may be dono 
even in this little istond, without intrusively 
thrusting western ideas upon bis attention, 
to illustrate many points of what we con- 
sider our supérior civilization, but of tho 
real superiority of which he may reasonably 
be supposed to entertain doubts. Some idea 
might be given to him of our mode of 
adininistering jastice, for with all its faults, 
it is, it must be confessed by tho most fi- 
vatical ndvoeate of everything Chinese, im- 
tueasurably superior to the gross wicked 
caricature of justice which obtains ina Chi- 
nese magistrate’s court. Our juils might 
appear to him as ludierously uncharacteris- 
tic of places devoted to the punishment of 
criminals, but let him see them, let him see 
everything worth secing, and form his own 
conclusions as to the wisdom which prompta 
us to inako criminals so comfortable. The 
discipline and efficiency of our troops, the 
manner in which they are housed, and the 
general system of policing a city, will all 
afford to him wholesome food for reflection, 
and may suggest comparisons attended with 
profitable results to the physical resources of 
the Chiveso Government. 'Thecaroful manner 
jin which our inquests are beld would interest 
but scarcely surprise him, for he is probally 
under the delusion that the lawe relating to 
inquests are really carried out in China, and 
is quite ignorant that a douceur of fifty cents 
to the nearest, tepo will: generally serve to 
get rid-ofa dead body, Our schools, hos- 
pitals, and various humanitarian establich- 
ments, and such mechanical ‘contrivances as 
exist inthe Colony; he should be invited to 
see.

There con be no 
donbt that the occupation of the north bank of 
the river was nover contemplated: at the tima 
the Treaty was signed. In the great confusion 
whidh prevailed during the first two or three 
years after we had opéned the port of Chia- 
kiany to trade, in fact, up to the tima tbat - 
Nankiag waa abandoned by the rebels iu 1865, 
it may be imagined that many transactions were 
irregularly gondacted; but Tehink that, if the 
Chinese wuthoritivs continue to ‘object to the 
formation of a foreign settlement upon the 
north bank of theriver,~and it is probable they 
will, for the land is not in the jurisdiction of 
Obin-kiang.— they allould be culled upon to 
recover, on behalf of British purchasers, any 
money, auoh purchasers can prove they have 
paid to Chinese proprietors. 

Artiole XU is that by which our trade was 
extended from tha five purts originally opened 
by the Treaty of Nanking to several other porta.

Governor-General had ordered a general disar- 
snarent, ‘and this waa carried into effect on the 
18th August. Whethér it was thie measare which 
fanned the flume of revolt, or.the news of the 
withdrasal of: the recall of the unpopular vali, 
certaia’ it ia that the Catholia mountain tribes
